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The annual Didsbury Fair and Rodeo was a smashing suc¬ 
cess. 

Connie Conley, events coordinator for the fair and rodeo, 
says that for the short time frame that the Agrictural Society 
had to prep the grounds, spectators and contestants both 
seemed quite impressed with the event. Conley, added that 
with the cooperation of Mother Nature for not raining dur¬ 
ing the rodeo, combined with the quality contestants and stock 
the entire event went well. 

“It was a complete success,” Conley said. “We managed to 
pull all of the pieces together and the weekend was just great.” 

The Fair and Rodeo saw nearly 2,000 people walk through 
the gates Friday and Saturday, which is up approximately 
200 from the previous year. 

Conley says that what really helped make the first outdoor 
rodeo and fair a success was the overwhelming support the 
Agricultural Society received from the long list of volunteers, 
local businesses who donated supplies, equipment, and their 
time, as well as Conley says it wouldn’t have been a success 
without the overwhelming support from the community who 
came out to take part in the events. 

The grounds have barely been landscaped, as months ago 
it was just a giantic hayfield, so Conley says she heard many 
comments about the look of the rodeo grounds. 

“We had many impressed people, and the contestants were 
very happy with the set-up of the infield,” Conley added. 

The Didsbury Agricutrual Society still has quite a bit of 
land which is unused at this time, as the parcel of land they 
purchased is over 70 acres. 

In the near future they have plans to build an arena, so 
that they can rent this out during the year and have it onhand 
for the rodeo for other events. 

The rodeo will remain outdoors though, Conley confirmed. 

In the future the Agrictural Society would like to build a 
covered grandstand, and expand some parts of the infield. 

But, for now Conley says they were very happy with the 
success that this year’s event showed. 

What probably makes Conley and the Directors with the 
Agricultural Society the proudest is that they were able to 
get the grounds built, after years and years of fundraising. 

“It took some time and one of the big bonuses was the Cen¬ 
tennial Legacy Grant (from the Provincial Government worth 
$150,000),” Conley said. 

The rodeo was just getting too big to keep it indoors 
anymore, and by moving the rodeo outdoors it added to the 
excitement. 

Next year Conley is hoping for more spectators, adding that 
she feels word of mouth will encourage everyone to come out 
next year, to watch such events as the Wild Cow Chase, and 
just the major rodeo events hosted at the Didsbury Rodeo.

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Hail storm brings in millions 
of dollars worth of claims

Hail stones the size of large 
marbles ricocheted off the roofs 
of cars and houses on Aug. 11, 
leaving behind small craters. 

Insurance claims have been 
rolling in since the stones fell, 
and have officials estimating 
millions of dollars in damage. 

"I am going to estimate be¬ 
tween $7.5-million and $10-mil- 
lion in claims have come in,” 
said Gerry Barstead of 
Shackleton Agencies, only three 
days after the storm. 

While this number may seem 
extensive, Terry Krause of 
Weather Modification Inc. said 
the damage isn’t near what it 
could have been. 

“To have less than $10-mil- 
lion of damage is a relief,” 
Krause said. “We were predict¬ 
ing greater than golf ball size 
hail. The conditions were there 
for the $100-million plus, hail 
storm.” 

Weather Modification Inc. is 
a cloud-seeding company. They 
are contracted by Alberta Se¬ 
vere Weather Management So¬ 
ciety, a non-profit organization 
formed by a group of insurance 
companies, to fly ahead of 
storms and release billions of 
silver iodide smoke particles. 

By doing this the group 
hopes to minimize the damage

by reducing the size of the hail. 

“Hail grows because there 
is only a few ice particles and 
lots of water,” he said. “Where 
nature provides one natural 
ice particle, we’ll provide 1,000 
that will all be competing for 
the excess water in the cloud,” 
Krause said. 

Weather Modification Inc., 
which runs out of the Olds- 
Didsbury Airport, flew for 
more than 16 hours, and 
seeded 12 storms, during the 
Aug. 11 storm. 

The size of the hail may have 
been reduced, but the damage 
was still there. 

Barstead said dents in roofs 
and siding make up the major¬ 
ity of the claims, and there have 
been only a few crop damage 
claims. 

“The last major hailstorm 
was in 1991, I think this one 
was worse,” he said. 

A team of adjusters, 
brought in by Shackleton, 
have been hard at work since 
the storm, and will probably 
need five days to complete 
their work, he said. 

Even though Shackleton 


has not received many crop 
claims, it is a different story for 
the crops of Olds College. 

Trevor Hamilton, farm man¬ 
ager for Olds College, said he 
estimates the damage to the 
college’s crops will be 60 to 70 
per cent. Costing them a loss 
of $30,000 to $37,500 in crops, 
he estimated. 

The college does have crop 
insurance which will be used to 
cover the losses, Hamilton said. 

“It was a fairly narrow band 
of hail,” he said. “The crop a 
mile and a half south of the 
College didn’t get hit.” 

Researchers study the hail to 
find out which part of the storm 
it came from and how the seed¬ 
ing affected it. “If residents 
have some large hail stones 
stored in their freezer, Weather 
Modification Inc. would be in¬ 
terested in using them for lab 
analysis,” Krause said. 

The stones will be cut open 
and the centre analyzed to find 
out its, “life history,” he said.

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Town Hall meeting 
scheduled for October

The Town of Didsbury 
will be holding a Town Hall 
meeting primarily to 
duscuss the proposed 
Smoking By-Law with resi¬ 
dents, but also to discuss 
issues like a cat by-law and 
any other topics that may be 
brought forward. 

The meeting will be held 
on October 15 from 6 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. at the Train Sta¬ 
tion. “We want people to 
come out so we can hear 
their input on important 
topics, like the smoking by¬

Moore. 

The smoking by-law be¬ 
fore council, if passed, would 
outlaw public smoking in any 
food establishment that al¬ 
lows youth. The by-law was 
brought to council by Coun¬ 
cillor Harry Penner, who be¬ 
lieves that the Town of 
Didsbury is behind, and 
needs to provide a healthy 
and safe environment for all 
residents. Currently the 
Town has a smoking by-law 
which only outlaws smoking 
in any town owned building, 
such as the arena, curling 
rink, or Town office. Moore 
says that any residents who 
would like to give their input 
on this topic or any others 
should attend the meeting in 
October. 
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Waste Commission to 
ask Towns for money 
to cover shortfall

In an effort to stay afloat 
the Mountain View Regional 
Waste Management Commis¬ 
sion (MVRWMC) will be turn¬ 
ing to their membering mu¬ 
nicipalities, including 
Didsbury, to help cover a 
shortfall in revenue. 

The shortfall runs in the 
hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars, explained the Commis¬ 
sion’s chairman, Dave 
Derksen, who says that if 
they do not receive this money 
the Commission could run 
into the red in the very near 
future. 

“We are... going to have to 
turn to the membering juris¬ 
dictions for an extra shot in 
the arm,” Derksen said. “That 
number, at this time, is still 
up in the air, although it is 
up in the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars.” 

The municipalities are go¬ 
ing to be asked to find some 
extra money as soon as pos¬ 
sible, as Derksen confirmed 
that the money is needed 
within the next 30 days. 

Each municipality will be 
asked to chip in a different 
amount to help cover this 
shortfall, as the amount will 
be based on which municipal¬ 
ity uses the service more. For 
example, if the Town of Olds 
produces more waste than the 
Town of Didsbury - Olds will 
be asked to chip more money 
into the pot, than Didsbury to 
cover the shortfall. 

Derksen says that the 
Commission is currently con¬ 
ducting a waste study in an 
effort to try and determine 
who should pay what. 

The Waste Commission 
only discovered their “fi¬ 
nancial crisis” approxi¬ 
mately two months ago, 
when the finance commit¬ 
tee discovered that their 
expenses were going to 
surpass their revenue by 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

The error is being blamed 
on a “management” error. 

Since this error was discov¬ 
ered the Commission’s CAO, 
Larry Nault, has been re¬ 
leased of his duties with 
cause. 

Didsbury Town Councillor, 
Clem Kuelker, who is the 
Town’s representative on the 
Commission told The Review 
in a past interview that when 
the finance committee would 
request financial documents 
from Nault, he would at times 
not produce them in a timely 
fashion. 

“At this time we are able to 
carry on and pay the bills, al¬ 
though it is tough.... we will 
need to start collecting some 
extra money in the very near 
future,” Derksen said. 

In an effort to try and find 
some savings the Commission 
will be cutting back hours at 
some of their waste transfer 
stations, and may be discon¬ 


tinuing some services which 
are not making any revenue 
for the Commission. 

One example is moving the 
hours of transfer stations to 
later times, so that the sta¬ 
tion can maximize their staff 
during the busiest times of 
being open. 

Derksen says one change

that may occur in Water Val¬ 
ley is to close the transfer sta¬ 
tion on Mondays and open it 
a different day, possibly from 
4 p.m. to 9 p.m. so that resi¬ 
dents in that area can maxi¬ 
mize the use. 

Some other changes which 
have already occurred is that 
the Commission no longer 
picks up cardboard from busi¬ 
nesses, some materials which 
they once collected for recy¬ 
cling has been discontinued, 
as well as some recycling cen¬ 
tres throughout the Commis¬ 
sion’s service area have been 
closed, for now. 

Currently the Waste Com¬ 
mission hauls all of their 
waste to Rocky Mountain 
House, but Derksen explained 
that they may be looking at 
hauling some of their waste 
to a Calgary location. 

Currently the Commission 
is hauling the waste from the 
transfer station at Water Val¬ 
ley to Olds where it is un¬ 
loaded, sorted, and then re¬ 
loaded and hauled to Rocky 
Mountain House. Derksen 
says that if they can cut out 
a few of the processes and 
take the Water Valley waste 
to the Spy Hill landfill in 
Calgary that there would be 
a substantial cost savings for 
the Commission. 

Derksen says that they 
will be keeping Rocky Moun¬ 
tain House as their primary 
landfill still. 

The Commission is also 
awaiting approval from Al¬ 
berta Environment so that 
they can go ahead and sell 
some equipment, such as 
trailers once used for hauling 
around recycled materials, to 
help come up with some ex¬ 
tra revenue to pay the bills. 
The Commission requires the 
approval from Alberta Envi¬ 
ronment because it was grant

dollars that was used to pur¬ 
chase the equipment that the 
Commission would like to 
sell. 

The Town of Didsbury’s 
Mayor, Dorothy Moore, says 
that it is only the responsi¬ 
bility of the municipalities to 
step forward, as they are the 
owners of the Waste Commis¬ 
sion. 

“The fact that the munici¬ 
palities are being asked to 
chip in extra money is only 
right,” Moore said, adding, 
“We are the owners of the 
Commission.” 

Moore added that she feels 
it is the duty of the Province 
to also kick in and help out 
with the shortfall, since they 
didn’t pick up on the finan¬ 
cial errors until now. 

When the “financial crisis” 
was discovered the Commis¬ 
sion called in Alberta Munici¬ 
pal Affairs to assist with their 
investigation, who have since 
launched a forensic audit. 

A forensic audit is the in¬ 
tegration of accounting, au¬ 
diting and investigative 
skills. 

An examination of evi¬ 
dence regarding an assertion 
to determine its correspond¬ 


ence to established criteria 
carried out in a manner suit¬ 
able to the court. An exam¬ 
ple would be a Forensic Audit 
of sales records to determine 
the quantum of rent owing 
under a lease agreement, 
which is the subject of litiga¬ 
tion. 

"Forensic", according to the 
Webster's Dictionary means, 
"Belonging to, used in or suit¬ 
able to courts of judicature 
or to public discussion and 
debate." 

"Forensic Accounting", pro¬ 
vides an accounting analysis 
that is suitable to the court 
which will form the basis for 
discussion, debate and ulti¬ 
mately dispute resolution. 

Forensic Accounting en¬ 
compasses both Litigation 
Support and Investigative 
Accounting. 

As Forensic Accountants, 
they utilize accounting, au¬ 
diting and investigative skills 
when conducting an investi¬ 
gation. Equally critical is 
their ability to respond imme¬ 
diately and to communicate 
financial information clearly 
and concisely in a courtroom 
setting. 

Forensic Accountants are 


trained to look beyond the 
numbers and deal with the 
business reality of the situa¬ 
tion. 

Derksen wouldn’t confirm 
“publicly” if he felt this case 
would end up in the courts, 
but says that the Commission 
is taking this case very seri¬ 
ously. 

“The accountants are try¬ 
ing to determine where the 
errors occured,” Derksen 
said. 

Personnel issues are not al¬ 
lowed to be discussed publicly, 
so the exact reasons for 
Nault’s dismissal cannot be 
printed. 

The Commission will be 
meeting within the next two 
weeks to further discuss the 
on-going issues, but Derksen 
assures residents that the 
Commission is doing every¬ 
thing in their power to ensure 
that residents waste remains 
to be picked-up.

They have fixed all 
of the park fences, painted 
the picnic tables and the lines 
on the road and for 
crosswalks, as well as keep¬ 
ing the parks cut and 
trimmed. There has been a 
concerted effort at the cem¬ 
etery to catch up on mainte¬ 
nance items. The flower bas¬ 
kets on main street have been 
beautifully looked after. If you 
see members of the crew, let 
them know you appreciate the 
good work they are doing! 

Although we are very 
happy with Robert temporar¬ 
ily stretching to do the CAO’s 
responsibilities as well as his 
own, we are interviewing sev¬ 
eral candidates for Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer, and hope 
to allow him some respite by 
the New Year. The CAO is the 
position that is responsible to 


Council and the Town for all of 
the other departments and staff, 
and also for the information and 
resources brought to Council 
for their decision. 

The CAO also is responsible 
for developing the budget with 
the staff to meet the objectives 
of Council within the restraints 
of our finances. The CAO is the 
pivotal person on whom the re¬ 
sponsibility for accomplishment 
and performance of objectives 
rests. 

You can be sure that we have 
approached this process care¬ 
fully, and have qualified candi¬ 
dates from whom to choose. 

On August 11 Council dis¬ 
cussed the train whistle cessa¬ 
tion survey that had been cir¬ 
culated around town. I under¬ 
stand that there are some peo¬ 
ple who have safety and other 
concerns with whistle cessation 
that we will hear from. We do 
not have the money in our 
budget to do many of the things 
that we feel are important. The 
20th Avenue crossing is very 
rough. Re-doing the crossing, 
according to CPR, will cost us 
$106,000. 

We closed our main crossing 
at 24th Avenue back in the 
early 1900’s, and the cost that 
CPR would have paid for that 
crossing has not been trans¬ 


ferred to 20th Avenue. We are 
working with CPR to resolve 
many of the impediments that 
have been in the way of improv¬ 
ing the areas along and around 
the tracks. 

There is new technology be¬ 
ing tested in the United States 
that is still very expensive, that 
would not require a whistle, but 
rather would beam some sort of 
warning down the streets. 
There is also a committee at the 
Federation of Canadian Munici¬ 
palities that is looking into rail¬ 
way proximity issues. I have 
brought some of our concerns 
to members of that committee. 

Council will be having an 
open house on October 15 from 
6 to 8 pm. at the Train Station 
to talk about the non-smoking 
bylaw and any other issues that 
come up for consultation. 

Please mark that date in 
your calendar and plan to be 
with Council to provide your 
input. We do want to reflect the 
residents concerns on the is¬ 
sues. We need to hear from you. 
You are always welcome to drop

The most 
recent addition 
to a labour 
support group 
has been 
attending 
births for more 
than 3,000 
years.

Before it became 
common for mothers to 
give birth at a hospital 
they relied on other 
women for emotional and 
physical support as they 
brought their babies into 
the world. 

When births moved 
into hospital settings 
nurses took over this role 
in addition to their clinical 
responsibilities. When it 
became evident women 
needed constant 

companionship to support 
them through the difficult 
experience, the father or 
“coach” was invited into 
the maternity ward. 

Today, technology has 
made maternity care more 
complex and confusing 
than ever before, leaving 
mothers and their 
partners once again 
turning to experienced 
women for their 
knowledge and support in 
addition to the the medical 
care given by doctors and 
nurses. These experienced 
women are known as 
doulas. 

Doulas arrived at Olds 
Hospital seven years ago 
because of the forward 
and open-minded thinking 
of Dr. Steven Turner. 

While at an obstetrics 
course in Calgary, Turner 
heard undeniable evidence 
showing knowledgeable 
support for mothers and 
their partners during 
labour significantly 
reduced complications 
during labour and the use 
of pain medication. In 
many cases labours 
attended by doulas were 
shorter and caesarean 
sections were performed 
less often. 

Turner said because of 
this evidence he felt 
strongly that women in 
this area should be 
provided such a support 
service. 

“It is fairly significant

(when a doula attends a 
birth). It’s been proven 
and that is the main 
reason I initiated this 
program,” explained Dr. 
Turner. 

He contacted the Olds 
Hospital volunteer 
coordinator to see if a

volunteer program would 
be viable. She immediately 
recognised the potential of 
offering this program and 
organized a group of 
volunteers to be trained as 
doulas. 

Today the doula 
program is thriving. 
Doula volunteers from 
Olds Hospital are offered 
to anyone in the area 
regardless of where they 
deliver. 

Birth has finally come 
full circle for smaller 
community hospitals. 
Today, every woman, in 
Mountain View County 
and area, who wants a 
doula to attend her birth 
is provided one free of 
charge. 

Doula is a greek word 
referring to an 
experienced woman who 
helps other women. 

Doula has now come to 
mean a woman 
experienced in childbirth 
who provides continuous 
physical, emotional, and 
non-medical informational 
support to the mother 


“There is an awful lot 
of anxiety associated with 
labour and delivery and 
the nursing staff here are 
excellent, but as it turns 
out, mothers often need 
additional support, not 
part of the medical 
establishment, but 
someone who is there just 
for her,” said Turner. 
“First-time or experienced 
fathers/partners attend 
pre-natal classes and are 
given information to help 
their partner, but they can 
easily get stressed and not 
know how to help their 
loved one when they see 
her in pain.” 

He said it is common 
for the father to become 
frightened and overcome 
by the situation the mom 
is in and find it difficult to 
be reassuring. A doula is 
experienced, she knows 
what is normal and can 
assist the father/partner 
inways to comfort the 
mother. 

He explained that one 
of the many 

characteristics of the male 


woman and when the 
mother’s frame of mind is 
calm and reassured, not 
frightened, the pain is 
reduced - it doesn’t go 
away, but it is manageable 
and not frightening.” 

Turner strongly 
recommends having a 
doula present at all births, 
especially for first-time 
moms. 

Elaine (King) 

Montgomery, a nurse for 
42 years and a doula since 
1995, trained Olds’ first 
group of volunteer doulas. 

Having attended 
thousands of births as a 
nurse or a doula and 
knowing the positive 
affect a doula’s presence 
has at a birth, it became 
Montgomery’s life 
mission to have a doula 
available for every mother 
who wants one. 

Montgomery has a 
strong connection to Olds 
as she graduated from 
Olds High school. She was 
excited to hear of Turner’s 
plans for a volunteer doula 
service. 


Canada.” 

“I think it is a 
wonderful program and 
the way Olds is doing it is 
excellent!” 

Montgomery nurses at 
Peter Laugheed Hospital 
in Calgary where she has 
set up a similar volunteer 
doula program. 

“I think Dr. Turner is 
amazing, what a 
wonderful doctor to be so 
forward thinking that he 
is open to this,” said 
Montgomery. “The people 
who originally set up doula 
training were doctors, so 
it is a delight he was able 
to continue it in Olds.” 

Montgomery believes 
having a doula present 
truly allows the dad, or 
partner, to be part of the 
birth experience. 

“The doula is a neutral 
presence during birth, 
both the mom and her 
partner are more apt to try 
different positions or 
comfort methods when it 
is suggested by a doula.” 

She said, if the mother 
gets grouchy (which can 


often happen in labour), 
the doula will explain to 
the father, this is normal 
and not to take this 
personally. 

“Dads, even though 
they have been to pre¬ 
natal classes, don’t always 
know what is normal and 
what isn’t. They can’t 
always be as reassuring as 
the situation calls for.” 

Nurses have to change 
shifts and take breaks. 
Even those who are able 
to be there giving 
wonderful support, can’t 
be there the entire time, 
they have tasks that take 
them away. 

A father or partner may 
need to take breaks to be 
the best support he/she can 
be. 

A father is there for the 
mother, but at the same 
time is also there for the 
birth of his child and has 
anxiety of his own. 

A doula is constant. 
Her main concern is for the 
mother. She has met the 
mother ahead of time and 
knows what is important 
to her and what she 
wanted to avoid. 

A doula is there from 
the beginning of labour at 
the mothers home (if 
requested), at the hospital 
and immediately after the 
birth of the baby to help 
the mom cope with 
postpartum procedures. A 
doula staying with the 
mom allows the father/ 
partner to accompany the 
baby as he or she is 
cleaned, weighed and 
measured. 

Alberta’s policy to not 
pay for midwives to care 
for the mother during 
childbirth can limit 
parent’s choices about 
how they want to have 
their baby. The price of a 
professional doula (which 
can cost between $400 and 
$700) can also limit that 
choice. 

A volunteer doula 
makes the service 
available and affordable for 
every mother and will 
provide a more nurturing 
birth experience. 

“Being realistic, if you 
want the best of both 
worlds for the delivery of 
your baby, you get a doctor 
the mother knows and 
likes, a doula she has 
chosen and met with 
before labour begins and 
a hospital where nurses 
have excellent labour 
support skills.” 

Having everyone 
working together to create 
the optimum experience 
for mom enhances the 
birth experience ensuring 
all the memories of giving 
birth are positive ones.

The green 
beans are excell it, the hydrangea is the nicest it has ever 
been, we had a great crop of saskatoons, I have lovely 
begonias, there ire spaghetti squash all over the place, 
there are tomatoes and cucumbers in the greenhouse and 
as for zucchini. - e wont start on zucchini. 

The heat ob usly has been the main factor in all this 
success but d< u suppose the bleach treatment helped 
the glads? Om more thing to think about while I push 
aside the really big worries of the day and try to retain 
some semblance of sanity.

Didsburians who often 
travel to Sundre’s Snake Hill 
a popular destination for hik¬ 
ers, bikers, cross-country ski¬ 
ers and others, may be sur¬ 
prised to learn that it’s more 
than just a recreational re¬ 
treat, but also a graveyard con¬ 
taining hundreds of bodies. 

The Town of Sundre will 
have a ground penetrating ra¬ 
dar survey of a trail on the 
southeast side of the hill con¬ 
ducted after a delegation heard 
the area may be the sight of at 
least 250 native graves, said 
Mayor Wayne Gent. 

"I will put out the word to 
see if anyone has a ground ra¬ 
dar sled that would be willing 
to come up here to see if we can 
confirm or deny some of the 
findings," said Gent. "At least 
it would indicate whether there 
is something there. Until it is 
confirmed, I'm skeptical.” 

“I'm going to ask council to 
try and see if we can't do a 
ground radar with a donated 
machine, just to try and sub¬ 
stantiate these claims." 

Leduc's Ernest Kvarnberg 
used a 30-centimetre long 
homemade copper dowsing or 
witching rod to locate what he 
calls "energy forces" below the 
ground at the site Wednesday. 

"I'm guessing it's human re¬ 
mains," said Kvarnberg. "It's 
got to be because they are in 
sequence, every five feet.

pox plague that has been dor¬ 
mant for 130 years? 

"I don't know what the prov¬ 
ince would want to do. If it is 
confirmed that it is a native 
burial, we would have to con¬ 
firm which tribes are involved." 

"We may put up a fence or 
plaque or j something else to 
honour the dead. At the mo¬ 
ment it's all unknown." 

Eventually some sort of me¬ 
morial at the site, he said. 

Town of Sundre work crews, 
who over the years have put in 
power lines and other facilities 
on the hill, have never uncov¬ 
ered any native grave sites or 
artifacts. 

Beth Jenkins, with Alberta 
Government Services, the de¬ 
partment that registers grave 
sites in the province, says there 
is no record of any burial 
grounds on Snake Hill ever 
being registered. 

"Someone in the past would 
have had to record the site with 
the government, and we have 
no record of that site," said 
Jenkins. "We only have records 
of pioneers' old burial sites if 


they are active or if someone has 
previously proven them to be a 
burial site and asked for them 
to be recorded. 

"They would have to prove 
that is an actual burial site. 
Ground penetrating radar is 
not enough. It only shows if 
there are anomalies, it does not 
prove that they were burials." 

She said there is one regis¬ 
tered grave yard in the Sundre 
area, the Mountain View 
County owned Sundre and Dis¬ 
trict Cemetery west of town. 
There are five registered grave 
yards or burial sites in the Olds 
area. 

Under existing town bylaws, 
no development other than 
pathways is permitted on Snake 
Hill, said Mayor Gent.

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QUESTION: What has been your greatest challenge 
as a father? What did you learn from it? 

DR. DOBSON: Raising healthy, well-educated, self- 
disciplined children who love God and their fellow hu¬ 
man beings is, I believe, the most challenging respon¬ 
sibility in life. Not even rocket science can approach it 
for complexity and unpredictability. And of course, the 
job is even more difficult today when our culture un¬ 
dermines and contradicts everything parents are try¬ 
ing to accomplish at home. Fortunately, we are not asked 
to do everything perfectly as moms and dads. Our kids 
usually manage to survive our mistakes and turn out 
better than we have any right to boast about. 

I certainly made my share of mistakes as a father. 
Like millions of other men of my era, I often had a 
tough time balancing the pressures of my profession 
with the needs of my family. Not that I ever became an 
"absentee father," but I did struggle at times to be as 
accessible as I should have been. As it happened, my 
first book, "Dare to Discipline," was published the same 
week that our second child, Ryan, arrived. 

A baby always turns a house upside down, but the 
reaction to my book added to the turmoil. I was a full¬ 
time professor at a medical school, and yet I was inun¬ 
dated by thousands of letters and requests of every sort. 
There was no mechanism to handle this sudden noto¬ 
riety. I remember flying to New York one Thursday 
night, where I did 17 television shows and press inter¬ 
views in three days, returning to work on Monday 
morning. It was nothing short of overwhelming. 

My father, who always served as a beacon in dark 
times, saw what was happening to me and wrote a let¬ 
ter that was to change my life. First, he congratulated 
me on my success, but then warned that all the success 
in the world would not compensate if I failed at home. 
He reminded me that the spiritual welfare of our chil¬ 
dren was my most important responsibility, and that 
the only way to build their faith was to model it per¬ 
sonally and then to stay on my knees in prayer. That 
couldn't be done if I invested every resource in my pro¬ 
fession. I have never forgotten that profound advice. 

It eventually led to my resignation from the univer¬ 
sity and to the development of a ministry that permit¬ 
ted me to stay at home. I quit accepting speaking re¬ 
quests, started a radio program that required no travel, 
and refused to do "book tours" or accept other lengthy 
responsibilities that would take me away from my fam¬ 
ily. As I look back on that era today, I am so grateful 
that I chose to preserve my relationship with my chil¬ 
dren. The closeness that we enjoy today can be traced 
to that decision to make time for them when they needed 
me most. I could easily have made the greatest mistake 
of my life at that time. 

I'm sure many fathers will read this response and 
find themselves today where I was back then. If you 
are one of them, I urge you to give priority to your fam¬ 
ily. Those kids around your feet will be grown and gone 
before you know it. Don't let the opportunities of these 
days slip away from you. No professional accomplish¬ 
ment or success is worth that cost. When you stand 
where I am today, the relationship with those you love 
will outweigh every other good thing in your life. 


QUESTION: Would you say that most marital prob¬ 
lems are caused by sexual difficulties?
